Hilld 
would have to get n stockholders' vote to 
lock-out in Each a caso as this, for it is like 
voting monoy iuto tho pockets of rival cor- 
porations.

Crescent, Davol and Pocassett aro tho only 
mills in Fall Hivor wbera the looms are of 
sufficient breadth to weave wido goods.uoarly 
all weaving narrow cloth, which is after- 
wards printed by other parties. 


On tho first of October, 1874, alt the Fall 


lliver mills shut down to two thirds timo 
till Jan, 1, 187.1, or for threo months. 
Im- 


mediately the mills in other places wove 
narrow goods for tho printers till tho prico 
foil again and tho prico of wide goods rpsc, 
and then went back to manufacturing wido 
goods. Tho Fall IUvor mills wero cnught 
m a trap of thoir own setting, and will 
never undertake again to raise tho prico of 
their goods by stopping work for others tb 
profit by. That is, they have no desire now 
that a strike shall take place in order that 
their goods may go up. 


The operatives of Fall Kiver abandoned 


the idea of withdrawing their savingi from 
tho banks, because on examination they 
found that they had "no savings there.—

not this a dangerous excess of power? But 
add to it tho second clause,

establish 
tribunals to decide contested 


elections. As wo said last week, tho power 
to establish includes tho right to abolish. At 
any time Congress rany itself resume tho 
jurisdiction by a simple act. 
It may not bo 


many years before tho occasion, will arise. 
As for the disposition of Congress to exceed 
its powers in this respect, let Senator 
Jlorton himself tell us. Ho holds that the. 
"twenty-second joint rule," undor which 
cither Chouse may exclude tho vote of a 
state, is, to use his OTTU words, "grossly un- 
constitutional."

COWS OALVINQ IN AUTUMN. 


Thoro is a dairyman at Marougo, 111,, by 


tho name of 13oios, whose dairy practice is 
attracting tho attention of tho fl airy world. 
Ho lias hit upon one plan which is uot only 
wise but may bo imitated with profit by 
every dairyman and stock-grower. Ho buys 
tho best cows ho can find, no matter what 
tho pries, nud gets rid of tho poorest ns fast 
ns he can. Ho broods only from tho best. 
But the peculiarity of his systorn is that ho 
acts upon tho conviction thnfc it is impossi- 
ble to got the fullest profit from n butter 
dairy ornuy other without having tho cows 
calved in Autumn. Securing this, ho carries 
his cows through tho hight of their llow of 
milk on high AVinter feed, and finds that 
when they hnvo been milked flvo or six 
months and tho yield natural begins to fall 
off, tho flush of tho May aud Juuo pastures 
increases their product and renews tho 
yield to tho full flow agaiu. Then comes on 
the Summer drought,which parches tho pas- 
ture when they aro dried oft' until tho next 
calving. By this means tho animal is at 
rest during tho hot, dry weather and fly 
time, when it is difficult enough for tho 
animal to livo comfortably without tho ex- 
haustion of producing milk and developing 
progoncy nt the same time. 


This seems a very sensible theory and 


practice, especially when wo tako into ac- 
count tho fact that tho milk product in 
Winter, properly cared for, will bring a 
larger profit thau tho mid-Summer product; 
that, tho bulk of tho caro of stock aud mani- 
pulation of tho miUc is at a time of year 
when stock has to bo fed aud cared for aud 
the farmer has rnoro leisure to devoto to tho 
especial caro and manufacture (in cnso tho. 
milk is not sold in its normal state) of tho 
mitt. Summer butter sells lowest in mar- 
ket. It also requires more caro and effort 
to manufacture it than in Winter, provided 
proper facilities nro funished and proper 
conditions aro observed. The flush of the 
Fall nud Spriug feed enter into tho profit to 
bo derived from tho cows, and the worry 
and caro of milk and the milking of cows in 
mid-Summer are avoided. This whole sys- 
tem is certainly worthy tho consideration of 
milk producers. It is likely to revolutionize 
to some extent the dairy business—especially 
butter manufacture. 
Objection to Winter 


butter may be removed by proper feeding, 
proper cleanliness in tho caro of cows, and 
tho proper management of milk in tempera- 
ture suited to the rising of cream, which 
can bo easily and economically secured 
whero effort is made in this direction.
